REPCRT  ON  QUEST ICNNAIRE  RESULTS 


FIRST,  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  a hearty  THANK 
YOU  for  the  wonderful  response  to  the  questionnaires.  103 
replies  were  received,  over  1/3  of  the  membership  when  you 
consider  that  all  the  overseas  members  receiving  their  bul- 
letin by  sea  mail  did  not  get  it  in  time  to  make  a reply. 

This  excellent  response  proves  once  again  — THE  N1  MEMBER- 
SHIP CARES  ABOUT  THEIR  CRGANEAT luN  1 

It  was  hoped  to  personally  answer  all  those  who  offered 
additional  comments  and  suggestions  but  once  they  reached  a 
total  of  50,  I decided  to  use  this  space  in  the  bulletin  to 
let  you  know  the  results  of  the  replies  and  the  action  taken 
by  the  Board  of  Governors  on  the  many  suggestions  received. 
The  questions  asked  in  the  questionnaire  will  be  covered 
first,  followed  by  other  items  of  interest  suggested  by 
various  members. 

1.  DUES;  83  members  favored  raising  dues  as  necessary. 

20  suggested  we  hold  the  dues  at  $3.00. 

2.  1971  DUES;  34  suggested  $5.00;  31  - $4.00;  17  - $3.00; 

and  21  suggested  various  figures  ranging  to  $10.00. 

In  line  with  the  tally  of  the  membership  replies  to  questions 
1.  and  2.  above,  the  Board  of  Governors  recommended  that  the 
1971  dues  be  set  at  $4.00.  It  was  ascertained  that,  even 
with  a upcoming  33-1/39^  or  more  increase  in  domestic  postage 
costs,  with  an  annual  dues  of  $4.00  all  current  levels  of 
services  to  the  membership  can  be  handled  and  there  would 
be  a slight  excess  of  capital  to  build  up  the  club  treasury. 
Any  additional  services  to  the  membership  will  require  new 
sources  of  revenue  and  investigation  of  several  suggestions 
has  been  undertaken. 

3 . ADVERT  IS  IMG ; 49  favored  advertising;  39  not  in  favor; 

and  15  either  expressed  no  opinion  or  did  not 
reply. 

4.  WOULD  CR  WOULD  MOT  ADVERTISE  IN  THE  BULLETIN;  39  would 

advertise;  46  would  not;  and  18  did  not  reply. 

5.  RATES  FCR  ADVERTISING:  The  replies  received  were  all 

over  the  board . 

One  thing  of  interest  is  that  the  members  vdio  made  comments 
on  the  back  of  their  questionnaire  were  quite  adamant  in 
their  opposition  to  advertising.  More  "additional  comments" 
were  received  in  opposition  than  in  favor.  Therefore,  the 
Board  decided  that  the  issue,  not  having  a substantial 
majority  in  favor,  should  be  tabled  at  this  time.  The 
question  of  advertising  will  be  looked  into  at  a future 
date,  if  and  when  the  additional  revenue  is  needed.  From 
the  consensus  of  the  comments,  it  was  decided  that  should 
any  advertising  be  accepted  for  the  bulletin  at  a future 
date,  it  should  be  limited  to  members  only  and  be  of  a 
"classified  listing"  nature  only.  No  full  page,  half-page 
or  quarter-page  ads,  only  2,  3,  4 lines  per  ad. 
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Many  suggestions  by  the  members  replying  v/ere  taken  into 
consideration  by  the  Board.  Among  them  were: 

hO4-PR0FIT  STATUS  WITH  INTERNAL  REVENUE  ArP  U.S.  POST  uFFICE 
It  was  decided  that  every  effort  will  be  used  between  now 
and  January  1972  to  obtain  a tax-exempt  non-profit  organiz- 
ation status  ruling  from  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  The 
first  step  will  be  filing  incorporation  papers  as  a non- 
profit organization  early  in  1971.  After  that,  an  appli- 
cation for  a ruling  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  will  be 
filed  and,  if  approved,  an  application  will  be  made  to  the 
U.S.  Post  Office  for  non-profit  organization  mailing  rates, 
which  are  considerably  under  regular  mail  rates.  Chce  this 
is  achieved  the  club  could  accept  tax-deductible  donations 
which  would  be  an  invaluable  additional  source  of  new  income 

JlWIL-BlD  AUCTIONS:  An  investigation  is  currently  underv;ay 

to  establish  a committee  in  some  U.S.  city,  other  than 
Dallas,  to  handle  4 mail-bid  auctions  annually,  once  each 
quarter.  If  a committee  can  be  selected  in  time,  4 auctions 
will  be  conducted  during  1971  with  the  proceeds  going  into 
the  club  treasury.  Any  group  of  members  in  a common  area 
that  would  be  willing  to  work  as  a committee  and  conduct 
these  auctions  should  contact  the  club  immediately.

As  outlined  in  the  By-Laws,  the  Board  of  Governors  shall  re- 
commend the  dues  for  the  forthcoming  year  and  they  must  be 
published  in  the  annual  October  NI  Bulletin,  Any  written 
objections  to  the  proposed  dues  and  fees  will  be  read  at  the 
November  meeting  prior  to  the  vote  to  ratify  said  dues  and 
fees. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  on  September  30th  it 
was  decreed  that  the  dues  for  1971  be  set  at  $4,00  which 
will  include  seamail  delivery  to  those  members  overseas, 
except  that  those  members  who  have  an  APO  or  FPO  address 
shall  receive  airmail  delivery. 

Additional  charges  for  airmail  delivery  will  be  $3,00  per 
year  in  those  areas  where  the  airmail  rate  is  15$  per  half- 
ounce (West  Indies,  Central  and  South  America);  $4,00  per 
year  in  those  areas  where  the  airmail  rate  is  20$  per  half- 
ounce (Western  and  Central  Europe,  North  Africa);  and  $5,00 
per  year  in  those  areas  where  the  airmail  rate  is  25$  per 
half-ounce  (Africa  other  than  North  Africa,  Australia  and 
Asia) , 

The  above  costs  reflect  a $1,00  raise  in  the  annual  dues. 
Extra  charges  for  airmail  deliver  overseas  remains  the  same 
as  it  has  been.

It  is  perhaps  a failure  on 
the  part  of  the  NI  Bulletin  staff  that  an  explanation  of  the 
"Attendance  PrizsT  has  not  be  offered  before. 

Even  though  NI  has  a membership  of  well  over  300,  only  about 
65-70  of  these  members  live  in  the  Dallas-Ft.  Worth  area. 

The  "Attendance  Prize"  was  inaugurated  to  gain  additional 
attendance  of  the  local  members  as  the  average  monthly  attend- 
ance has  been  only  25-30  members.  The  "prize"  to  date  has 
been  donated  by  a member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  each  month 
at  no  expense  to  the  club  treasury.

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However,  your  suggestions  of  a "Non-Attendance  Prize"  are 
welcome*  As  in  the  case  of  the  present  prize,  however,  it 
should  be  on  a donation  basis,  if  enough  "non-locals"  sup- 
port the  idea  and  donations  are  received,  we  will  inaugurate 
a "Non-Attendance  Prize"  which  will  go  monthly  to  a non- 
Dallas  area  member.  Send  in  your  prize  donations  and  it  vill 
be  inaugurated.
